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7 REASONS WHY 
WE SHOULD BE 
SANCTIFIED

In taking this subject, we feel that 
it is one of the most needed subjects 
that we could mention as the world 
in general and even Pentecostal peo- 
ple, are taking such a Stand against 
it. They say, Oh, yes we believe in 
holiness, but we don’t believe in sanc- 
tification. It reminds me of the fel- 
low who liked sheep meat, but could 
not stand mutton. We want to say just 
here, that the fellow who doesn’t be- 
lieve in sanctification, would not be- 
lieve God on oath, for God swore that 
we should have the blessing. This is 
the first reason we should be sancti- 
fied. 

He swore unto our father Abraham 
that He would grant unto us, we be- 
ing delivered out of the hands of our 
enemies, that we might serve Him 
without fear in holiness and righteous- 
ness before Him all the days of our 
life. Luke 1:73,75. Many people will 
say, we believe people will be sancti- 
fied when they die. It is true that we 
do die, but it is a dying out to things 
pertaining to this world, or the cruci- 
fixion of the carnal mind, and Luke 
did not say that holiness or sanctifica- 
tion would take place in some other 
world, but here in this life. 

The second reason is that God will- 
ed sanctification to us. 1 Thes. 4:3. 
“This is the will of God, even your 
sanctification,” therefore it is neces- 
sary for us to be sanctified because 
it is our inheritance. 

The third reason is because Jesus 
prayed that we might be sanctified, 
that we might be one even as He and 
the Father are one, John 17:17-21, and 
He did not mean that we would be 
one in body, as some are trying to 
make people believe today. Many are 
believing that God and Jesus are the 
same personality, but let me drop a 
thought just here, if Jesus and God 
are the same in personality then to be 
sanctified would mean that we would 
become one person, and again Paul 
said in Heb. 2:11 that he that sanc- 
tifieth and they that are sanctified 
are all one, so if that doctrine be true 
then, doctrine will never stand, it is 
only a sign of the last days when peo- 
ple are giving heed to seducing spirits 
and doctrines of devils, but sanctifica- 
tion will do for us just what Jesus 
prayed for it to do. It will make us 
of one heart and one mind. He did 
that thing for the: one hundred and 
twenty on the day of Pentecost, and 
sanctification, (or the effects of it) 
has never changed.

mount, that vy their frulis ye shall 
know them. Matt. 7:20 and there are 
many other places in the Scripture 
that the Word teaches against divi- 
sion and strife, but space will not per- 
mit us to go into further details just 
here. But all of these things are the 
works of the flesh, so when they mani- 
fest themselves in a man’s life we 
know that he is not sanctified because 
the old carnal nature has not been 
crucified, for anything that is dead 
will not kick. The world today knows 
that holiness is a Bible doctrine, but 
they are trying to justify themselves 
by saying, “We don’t see anyone liv- 
ing it,” but it does not make any dif- 
ference whether anyone lives it or 
not, Jesus lived it and He is our ex- 
ample. 

Once I was asked, ‘How would you 
prove by the Bible that you were sanc- 
tified?” I said, “I would not attempt 
to.prove it by the Bible. I would prove 
by the Bible that it was right, but for 
my own personal experience I would 
just say, ‘watch my life and see if the 
evidence of sanctification is following 
me.’” That’s the trouble of tog many 
people today. They are trying to prove 
sanctification and the first thing they 
know, they will fall into an argument 
with someone and will prove that they 
are not sanctified, instead of proving 
that they are. So come on, let’s pull 
together with one heart and one mind, 
and prove to the world that sanctifica- 
tion is better lived than told, and then 
we will hear of revivals breaking out 
like it did at Pentecost. What is the 
secret of success in a reviva'? Unity, 
cooperation and fellowship, which is 
the fruit of sanctification.

be ashamed to call us brother if we 
were not sanctified. I know that we 
don’t want Him to be ashamed of us, 


-so it behooves us to consecrate our 


lives, and as Paul said at Rom. 12, “I 
beseech you to present your bodies a 
living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto 
God, which is your reascnable  ser- 
vice.” Sanctification is cnty a reason: 
able requirement of God, and without 
it we can never come up: to the stand- 
ard that Christ set for us 

The fifth reason is, that we may be 
made perfect, for by one offering H» 
has perfected forever them that are 
sanctified, not them that shall be, 
but those who are already sanctified 
(past tense), showing that the work 
of sanctification takes p'ace here in 
this present life. Paul, in addressing 
his letter to the church at Corinth, 
(1 Cor. 1), addressed it to “them that 
are sanctified.” It seems that I can 
hear someone saying, “Oh no one can 
he perfect, there is non? g7od, no not 
one.” Jesus said in Matt. 5:48, “Be 
ye therefore perfect. even as your 
Father which is in heaven is perfect.” 
He did not mean that we should be 
nerfeet gods, or perfect ehrists, but 
that we should b2 perfect men and 
women in Christ. As Jesus: filied H's 
mission perfect, we should fill ours 
perfect, and our mission, or calling 
will be brought out in the sixth rea- 
Sox. 
Watch closely. Now just a thought 
on the text the world is using today. 
“There is none righteous, no not one.” 
{ want to state here that Paul never 
said there were none righteous. He 
only rehearsed a statement recorded 
in Psalms 14:1, “The fool hath said 
in his heart, There is no God. They 


good.” By reading the rest of the same 
chapter, we find that among this same 
class of people there were none good. 
Their throat was an open sepulchre. 
They are all gone out of the way, 
whose mouth is full of cursing and 
bitterness. Their feet are swift to shed 
blood; destruction and misery are in 
their ways and the way of peace they 
know not. If this text app.ies to you, 
I am sorry to say that the rest of the 
chapter does too. So I am sure you 
don’t want to be in that ciass. Lay 
down your fighting elvb now and go 
with me to 2 Tim. 3, and we will find 
your picture. Paul, this same man you 
accused of saying there was none god, 
says in 2 Tim. 3:3, sp aking of peo- 
ple in these last days, Without natural 
affection, trucebreakers, fa’se ac- 
cusers, incontinent, fierce, despisers of 
those that are good. If Paul said, 
there were none good, then he con- 
tradicted his own statement here, and 
too, we want to bear in mind that 
these people whom Paul refers to a-e 
not sinners, but those who have a 
form of godliness, but deny the power 
thereof, 2 Tim. 3:5. The people who 
are fighting sanctification the hard- 
est today, are those of some _ high 
Christian profession, but of low p°s- 
session. A people denying the power 
of God, saying that it has been done 
away with. 

The sixth reason that we should 
be sanctified is because it is our ca'l- 
ing. 1 Thes. 4:7. For God has not catl- 
ed us unto uncleanness, but unto 
holiness, so if sanctification is our 
ealling and we fail to get the bless- 
ing, we have not complied with God’s 
exhortation where He said, Make your 
calling and election sure, 2 Peter 1:19, 
and if God has called us unto holi- 
ness, Rom. 11:29 tells us that the 
call of God is without repentance. 1 
Cor. 7:20 says for us to abide in the
